The accused m otorist, accom panied 
by E lm er Coulter, was driving up IM 
hill leading from a settlem ent known 
as Jim town, south of E ast Palestine, 
when the crash occurred.

The quiet-voiced, kindly-manner­ 
ed Bister sat silent and heard coun­ 
ty authorities grill Leo Halterman, 
26-year-old farmer, about the slay­ 
ing of Halterman’s half-brother and 
the wife of the latter, for hours. 
Finally, Slater asked lf the pris­ 
oner “didn’t want to talk to him 
alone." 
Half an 
hour 
later, 
the pair 
emerged from the room, to sum­ 
mon a stenographer to take down 
Halterman's 
written 
confession 
that he had killed the couple, and 
sought to throw suspicion on an­ 
other man. 
Slater’s “homespun philosophy*' 
and his

methods 
solved the Mellett murder mystery 
at Canton, and obtained a confes­ 
sion from Jake Nesblt in the fam­ 
ous Troy, Ohio, murder mystery of 
Mrs. Nesblt.

26,628 PERSONS MET DEATH IN UNITED STATES IN 1925 IN ACCIDENTS IN WHICH MPWR CARS WERE INVOLVED, HERBERT

W A 
K I N G T O N , Dec. 28.— 
American streets are day by day 
getting more perilous for pedes­ 
trian and vehicular traffic. 
A report to Secretary of Com­ 
merce Hoover today by the Na­ 
tional Conference on S treet and 
Highway Safety, disclosed that in 
1925 there was one automobile fa­ 
tality to every 923 registered ma­ 
chines. 


More than 21,620 persons died 
of accidents In which automobiles 
alone figured. Including accidents 
In which m otor cars were involv­ 
ed, 
but 
which 
were 
charged 
against 
railroads 
and 
electric 
linos 26,628 persons met 
death. 
Motor registration was given as 
19,954,347. 


W hile figures are not yet avail­ 
able for this 
year estim ates fix 
motor fatalities at a higher figure 


than in 1925, and indicate that the 
death rate has been higher. 
Death Rate Increasing. 
“Emphasis should be g.ven the 
fact th at the death rate from au­ 
tomobile accidents is increasing 
rapidly year after year, and that 
the street hazard, for every one, 
Is becoming greater and greater,” 
the report said. 
Iowa, North Dakota and Nebras­ 
ka made tho 
best records with 
more than 2,060 automobiles regis­ 


tered in each state to each motor 
fatality. 
In Florida one death occurred in 
each 
597 
automobiles, while In 
New 
York, 
where 
there 
were 
1,625,583 
registered 
machines, 
deaths were one to each 731 cars. 
Ohio’s Toll Heavy. 
Statlsticr 
disclosed 
th at 
in 
states where the greatest num ber 
of autom obiles 
were registered, 
the death rate per car was usually 
heaviest. 


Moro than 10,000 persons were 
killed in New York, 
California, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, illinois 
and 
Michigan, where 8,930,000 of the 
automobiles in the United Slates 
were registered. 
Califon1 ;a had the best record 
in this group with one death to 
ta ' ta 926 automobiles. O ther states 
show one death 
to 
919 car* In 
Michigan, one death to 916 cars 
in Ohio, one death to 832 cars in 


Illinois an*1 one death to 802 cars 
In Pennsylvania. 
Better Regulation Demanded. 
The num ber of machines reg s- 
tered cannot be taken as the true 
index of the volume of autom obile 
traffic since In u number of states 
with a small num ber of m achines 
mileage travel is h eaviest, accord­ 
ing to th e report. 
“The increasing num ber of cars 
should no lead to the belief that 


the number of deaths must con­ 
tinue to climb,” the report contin­ 
ued. 
“Nor should the Increase in au­ 
tomobile fatalities be excused on 
the ground that the num ber of au­ 
tomobiles, und therefore the risk, 
bus grown. 
Better regulation m ust be enact­ 
ed. 
A problem has been present­ 
ed that calls 
for 
drastic safety 
measures.”

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Hard Testa For Drivers 
Officials in Leipsic Germany, certainly take automobile 
driving seriously. Every prospective driver baa to be tested as 
to his fitness for performing that work intelligently and sat y. 
A laboratory haa been established in which the candidate for 
a driver’s license sits at the steering wheel of a detachad control 
section of an automobile. Close in front of him is a screen on 
which is thrown a moving picture of traffic in a congested sec­ 
tion. He must then manipulate his controls to avoid the dangers 
presented in the picture. Every move he makes is automatical y 
recorded, revealing any mistakes in judgment and the speed or 
his reactions. Other bits of equipment show up his psychological 
reactions and his general steadiness or unsteadiness. Still an­ 
other machine tests his strength and endurance under strain. 
If he gets by all those things satisfactorily and has the pi ic 3 
for a car, apparently he is allowed to have his license. 
There are a lot of foolish drivers in this country whom tho 
public could well afford to eliminate by some such tests. 


- Court Technicalities 
Court technicalities have become a byword in this country, 
because they are so regularly invoiced for the obstruction of jus­ 
tice. It is usually felt, however, that the correction of this evil is 
a tremendously difficult task. 
The legal profession seems to dodge responsibility tor it. 
Lawyers insist that they are within their rights, and moreover 
that if the rules were ignored, the whole system of justice would 
crumble. Judges protest that they are helpless. The buck is 
passed to legislatures. 
This is all a mistake, says Judge Marcus A. Kavanaugh ol 
Chicago, who has been on the bench for 30 years. Speaking of 
the way England, from which our judicial system is borrow ed, has 
swept away this maze of entangling technicalities, he says. 
‘This relief can be had in the United States without the aid 
of any legislation whatever. The courts themselves have in 
themselves the power and duty to correct these absurd techni­ 
calities.'’ 
.. 
They were not created by legislatures, he says. ‘‘They are all 
judge-made laws, and have been followed by other judges until 
they become precedents.” These precedents are not compulsory. 
The courts have power to disregard them, and in most of the 
states are expressly commanded by the legislatures to disregard 
the errors and to affirm the judgment unless they can see that 
the error has caused injustice.” But for the most part, this has 
not been done. 
The innate conservatism of the bar and bench has prevented 
the reform. And when a judge has the courage to cut through 
the red tape and insist on taking a straight line to essential justice, 
In spite of technical errors, he is likely to be called by his legal 
brethem a ‘‘dangerous radical.”

Court technicalities have become a byword in this country, 
because they are so regularly invoked for the obstruction of jus­ 
tice. It is usually felt, however, that the correction of this evil is 
a tremendously difficult task. 
The legal profession seems to dodge responsibility for it. 
Lawyers insist that they are within their rights, and moreover 
that if the rules were ignored, the whole system of justice would 
crumble. 
Judges protest that they are helpless. 
The buck is 
passed to legislatures. 
This is all a mistake, says Judge Marcus A. Kavanaugh of 
Chicago, who has been on the bench for 30 years. Speaking of 
the way England, from which our judicial system is borrowed, has 
swept away this maze of entangling technicalities, he says: 
‘This relief can be had in the United States without the aid 
of any legislation whatever. The courts themselves have in 
themselves the power and duty to collect these absurd techni­ 
calities.” 
They were not created by legislatures, he says. “They are all 
judge-made laws, and have been followed by other judges until 
they become precedents.”

FRANKLIN FARM 
BUREAU MEETS 


Irlnclp&l Address at 
Millport Delivered 
By C C. Balr* 


That farm taxes ars St per sent

lu te d by C. 0. Balr of the field aer 
flee department of the Ohio Farm 
Bureau federation at a meeting of the 
Franklin township farm bureau held 
st Millport. 
The farmer’s purchasing dollar in 
tother lines to considerably shore pre­ 
war basis. 
Farm ralues are l l per 
cent below pre-war while the ralue 
in other lines are far abote. While 
farm income is 113 per cent above pre­ 
war basis, labor income is far above 
thus making a condition In which 
many hired men on the farms receiv­ 
ed a larger income for the year than 
the farmer himself, Balr asserted. 
In a discussion of legislative mat­ 
ters he said that farmers in Ohio 
have paid OO per cent of the cost of 
the improved roads while their traf­ 
fic has constituted only 12 per cent 
of the total on the roads. He appeal­ 
ed to those present to help the farm 
bureau movement 


COMMISSIONER’S 
TERM EXTENDED 
At the December meeting of the 
county board of health, the term of 
office of County Health Commissioner 
Dr* T. T. Church of Salem was ex­ 
tended for six months, or from July 
lit next to the close of 1927. 
There will be no connty sanitary 
officer working out of the county health 
office during 1927, no funds being pro­ 
vided tat this work. During the last 
two years former Sheriff Gooier Lewis 
has been employed as sanitary officer. 
The budget commission has provid­ 
ed $600 for the expense of such an 
officer, and what work Is required of 
an officer will be performed by others.

FRANKLIN FARM 
BUREAU MEETS 


principal Address at 
Millport Delivered 
By C C. Balr* 


* That farm taxes ars 28 per cent 
'ftbore pre-war while farm income is 
inly l i t per sent above pre-war was 
Slated by C. 0. Balr of the field ser­ 
vice department 
of the Ohio Farm 
Bureau federation at a meeting of the 
Franklin township farm bureau held 
st Millport. 
The farmer's purchasing dollar in 
ether lines is considerably above pre­ 
war basis. 
Farm values are l l per 
cent below pre-war while the value 
In other lines are far above. While 
farm income is 113 per cent above pre­ 
war basis, labor income is far above 
thus making a condition in which 
many hired men on the farms receiv­ 
ed a larger income for the year than 
the fanner himself, Hair asserted. 
In a discussion of legislative mat­ 
ters he said that farmers in Ohio 
have paid OO per cent of the cost of 
the improved roads while their traf­ 
fic lias constituted only 12 rer cent 
of the total on the roads. He appeal­ 
ed to those present to help the farm 
bureau movement 
to equalize these 
conditions. He called attention to the 
fact that $3,500,000.00 had been saved 
farmers in Ohio because of elimina­ 
tion of the state tax levy which was 
brought, about by the farm organiza­ 
tions. 
The activities of the various 
departments of the farm bureau were 
explained by Hair. 
Rebates from the 
service department alone have amount­ 
ed to $400,000.00 in five years which 
means a saving of that amount to the 
farmers of Ohio through cooperative 
purchasing.

The Bu- 
11eau of Commercial Economics 
fur­ 
nished films and soon this community 
center drew the people from all about. 
A few days ago the bureau received 
a letter from the head of this center 
asking for the tegular weekly commu­ 
nity service 
with films, and saying, 
“this settle .tent has been in your debt 
for the joy of light and moving pic­ 
tures—the latter have literally brought 
the world into this wilderness. . . The 
picture machine that you and Dr. Hoi 
ley secured for us is still doing excel 
lent service. It was scorched through 
our fire, wa: almost thrown out the 
window of the booth, and though it 
doesn’t shine outwardly any more, yet 
it brings light to the souls of these 
deprived hill folks.” This is a phase 
of the work about which the bureau 
says little but which gives it consid­ 
erable pleasure. 
. An interesting phase of the bureau’s 
work which ’s carried on in Washing­ 
ton is th» series of private showings 
at one of the large hotels during the 
winter. 
These are all free, admission 
being 
by 
Invitation. 
At these are 
shown motion pictures depicting the 
latest news from the country from 
which they are sent and a talk Is giv­ 
en by the ambassador of that coun­ 
try or h*s representative.

official arni diplomat lug Washington 
because they ave not only entertain­

Officials in Leipzig, Germany, certainly ta k e automobile 
driving seriously. 
Every prospective driver has to be teated as 
to his fitness for performing that work intelligently and saM y. 
A laboratory has been established in which the candidate for 
a driver’s license sits at the steering wheel of a detach sad control 
section of an automobile. Close in front of him is a screen on 
Which is thrown a moving picture of traffic in a ^ngested sec­ 
tion. He must then manipulate his controls to avoid the dang® 
presented in the picture. Every move he makes is aromatically 
recorded, revealing any mistakes in judgment and the speed 
his reactions. Other bits of equipment show up his psychology al 
reactions and his general steadiness or unsteadiness. Still an­ 
other machine tests his strength and endurance under strain. 
If he gets by all those things satisfactorily and has the pnco 
for a car, apparently he is allowed to have his license. 
There are a lot of foolish drivers in this country whom th? 
public could well afford to eliminate by some such tests. 


Court Technicalities 


Court technicalities have become a byword in this country, 
because they are so regularly invoked for the obstruction of jus­ 
tice. It is usually felt, however, that the correction of this evil is 
a tremendously difficult task. 
The legal profession seems to dodge responsibility tor it* 
Lawyers Insist that they are within their rights, and moreover 
that if the rules were ignored, the whole system of justice would 
crumble. 
Judges protest that they are helpless. 
The huck is 
passed to legislatures. 
This is all a mistake, says Judge Marcus A. Kayanaugh ot 
Chicago, who has been on the bench for 30 years. Speaking of 
the way England, from which our judicial system is borrowed, has 
swept away this maze of entangling technicalities, he sa}s. 
“This relief can be had in the United States without the aid 
of any legislation whatever. 
Tim courts themselves have in 
themselves the power and duty to correct these absurd techni­ 


calities.” 
.. 
They were not created by legislatures, he says. They are all 
judge-made laws, and have been followed by other judges until 
they become precedents.” These precedents are not compulsory. 
The courts have power to disregard them, and in most of th? 
states are expressly commanded by the legislature* “to disregard 
the errors and to affirm the judgment unless they can see that 
the error has caused injustice.” But tor the most pait, this has 
not been done. 
Tile innate, conservatism of the bar and bench has prevented 
the reform. And when a judge has the courage to cut through 
the red tape and insist on taking a straight line to essential justice, 
in spite of technical errors, he is likely to be called by his legal 
breth*rn a “dangerous radical.”

Army had not been notified of tho 
condition of the Rood family. 
This Is not true for they wore noti­ 
fied at the very beginning 
The Rod 
Cross was notified by leh-phone within 
30 m inutes after the condition of the 
family 
was 
learned, 
Twenty four 
hours later I learned that th 're had 
been no Investigation and th at three 
of the Rood children Is -ad gone to 
school w ithout th eir breakfast 
I then 
took up a collection amorffc the Hall 
China com pany's em ploy* to procure 
a dinner for the family. 
A fter this I went to Mr. Croxall’s 
office and told bim in the presence of 
Mr, McGraw, the city auditor, the need 
cif this fam ily and suggested th at he 
investigate. 
Ii- 
went to 
he Rood 
houseboat and gave Mrs. Rood an o r­ 
der for 95 w orth of gro ceries which 
won’t go very far in feeding nine hun­ 
gry poeple, who were on the verge of 
ta x a tio n . 
T his Is the only thing 
th at the trru stees have done for tills 
family, failing 
to make further in­ 
quiry as to the n*ed« of the family. 
I asked the Salvation Army for 
help and th at organization rendered 
assistance w ithout hesitancy and was 
glad to do so. 
Mrs. Leeper, the pub­ 
lic health nurse, made two o r three 
trips to the home. 
On her last visit 


she phoned to me th at the family 
needed coal, but had been unable to 
get anybody to haul It, she said. 
The 
Nazarene, 
Presbyterian 
and 
M ethodist P ro testan t churches 
and 
other 
organization 
responded 
with 
help after an investigation had been 
mad** and the family found worthy. 
M r Rood say* th at Mr. Croxall and 
another m an whom he did not know, 
called at his home last W ednesday 
and accused him of being lazy. that 
he would not work when he had a 
chance and that he had better get a 
ji.b w ithin three of four days. 
Mrs. 
Rood was also accused of begging 
when her husband was working. This 
charge, Mrs. Rood denies. 
Hhe says 
the only tim e she ever solicited was 
since her husband took iii, that being 
about two clays before the fam ily's 
need was discovered. 
Mr*. Rood also denies that she said 
she owned a farm . 
She said she ex­ 
plained th at she had inherited a part 
of the property of her father, who 
died about four weeks ago, but th at 
the estate had not yet been settled, 
nor does she know when It will bf* 
settled. 
The farm was valued at 
about $400, she said. 
I inquired of Frank Kennedy, book­ 
keeper for the Crockery ( tty Ice com ­ 
pany, for whom Mr. Rood worked last 
Hummer and was told th at Mr. Rood 
was a willing worker. 
Kennedy said 
Rood had only loafed two days last 
Hummer that being when the river was 
high and he had to take care of ills 
boat, th at he worked some days when 
he was not able and th at he never 
asked for help when he was working 
Mr. Kennedy has visited this family 
several tim es and told me th at he be­ 
lieves it a very w orthy case. 
A num ber of false report * concern­ 
ing Mr. Rood have been circulated re­ 
cently but these reports, wa* found 


upon Investigation, w ere caused by , 
another family of the same name. Mr. J 
Rood la a man of good habits and a 
church member. 
I am not anxious to engage in a 
controversy in this m atter but I feel 
th at in Justice to all parties concern-j 
cd the people of E ast Liverpool Bhould 
know the facts as I found them . 
I 
stand willing to prove every statem ent ( 
which I have made in this communi­ 
cation.
